Church Mortgage Wiped Out 

A final and effective drive was made 
on Easter Sunday for the complete 
elimination of the mortgage on the 
property of the Presbyterian Church.

488. This has been reduced year by 
year until last Easter it was less than 
$900. A unique and patriotic plan 
was devised to wipe this out.

Republicans Show Bifr Increase in 
Party Enrollment Due to 

Sharp Contest | 

That there will he larger poll of I 
votes at the primaries this year than 
ever before, due largely to the agita- 
tion on the prohibition issue, is indi- 
cated by the registry lists which have 
been returned to the office of the 
County Commissioners by the asses- 
sors who sat at the polling places last 
week. 

The total Republican enrollment is 
28,803 against 23,824 last year, or an 
increase of 4979. 

This enrollment is made up in the 
four legislative districts as follows: 
First, 9648; Second, 8326; Third, 7056, 
and Fourth, 2S73. 

While the Republican enrollment 
has increased, the Democratic enroll- 
ment has fallen off to the extent of 
791. This year's Democratic enroll- 
ment is 9416, as against 10,207 last 
year. The enrollment in the First 
Legislative district is 1998; in the 
Second, 17S4; in the Third, 1951; in 
the Fourth, 3683. 

Of the 791 fewer Democrats some are 
"dry" Democrats who see no chance 
of having a candidate of that party 
declare in favor of prohibition and 
therefore have enrolled as Republi- 
cans in order to vote for a candidate 
who has made a "dry" declaration. 

Then there are Democrats who see 
better chances of "wet" success 
through the Republican party than in 
their own party, which is in the 
minority in the First, Second and 
Third Legislative districts. One who 
professes to have a knowledge of the 
situation credits 50 of the 791 as "wet" 
Democrats who intend to help the 
"wet" Republican candidates for the 
Legislature, and the other 291 are 
"dry" Democrats. 

Of the nearly 5000 additional Re- 
publicans they can be credited largely 
to the "drys," because the "wet" or- 
ganization faction have had their men, 
as a rule, enrolled. 

Of the other parties enrolled there 
are 352 Socialists, 76 Prohibitionists 
and 245 Washington. 

The interests of Henry W. Watson, 
for Congress; James S. Boyd, for 
State Senator, and the various candi- 
dates for Assembly — Harold Pike, in 
First; Jacob Hamilton, in Second, and 
Isaiah Haldeman in the Third — are be- 
ing pushed by the Penrose organiza- 
tion and members of the Manufac- 
turers' Association of Bucks and Mont- 
gomery counties, the latter being es- 
pecially interested 'in Mr. Watson's 
candidacy. Boyd, who has canvassed 
the county, is confident of winning.

MAY TAKE CIVIL SERVICE EX- 
AMINATIONS WHEREVER GIVEN 



Washington, D. C, April 16.— The 
United States Civil Service Commis- 
sion announces that on March 27, 1918, 
the President approved a joint resolu- 
tion of Congress suspending, during 
the period of the present war, the op- 
eration of the provision of law which 
required applicants for civil service 
examinations to be examined in the 
State or territory in which they reside. 
During, the period of the war, there- 
fore, applicants for any examination 
held by the commission may be ex- 
amined at any place at which the ex- 
amination is held, regardless of their 
place of residence. 

An Act of July 2, 1909, required ex- 
aminations to be taken in the State 
of residence. While this provision is 
suspended for the period of the war, 
it is still required that only those 
who have been actually domiciled in 
the State or territory in which they 
reside for at 'least one year previous 
to the examination may become eligi- 
ble for permanent appointment to the 
apportioned departmental service in 
Washington, D. C. 

The commission expects this change 
to make it easier to obtain applicants 
for positions in "Washington. Compe- 
tent stenographers, typists and book- 
keepers are in great demand. Exami- 
nations for these positions are held 
weekly throughout the country. Rep- 
resentatives of the Civil Service Com- 
mission at the postofflces in all cities 
are furnishing detailed Information 
and application hlanks.

"Wednesday — We have sunk another 
hospital ship. I shall declare a holi- 
day next week. 

"Thursday — Hindenhurg told me this 
morning that those dod -busted English 
keep shooting at his men all day and 
all night. What is their army doing 
in France anyway? When I make my 
speech I shall say that England is 
beaten, and then perhaps they will gc 
home. Went to the theatre this even- 
ing and saw 'Cleopatra.' Some kid, 
Cleo. I hope the Crown Prince doesn't 
see her. Damn that boy. 

"Friday — Fish day, but no fish. That 
is, my people had none, but, of cowrse, 
I was suppHied. A fish diet produces 
brains, so naturally I had to have 
some. You know what I mean. 
Changed my uniform eight times to- 
day, and I looked better with eacli 
change. My photographer told me so. 
I must order him an iron cross. 

"Saturday — woke up with a head- 
ache this morning.

on either side of the property to be 
improved. It will not be permissible 
to occupy any street beyond the cen- 
ter line, and ample provision must 
be made for the proper passage of 
water in the gutter. 

The numbering of the houses on 
some of the streets in the borough 
was the subject of an investigation by 
the Highway Committee and several 
places were found where the num- 
bers had been placed without due re- 
gard to the established practice. This 
matter will be pursued and as soon 
as practicable the numbers will be 
changed so as to eliminate any con- 
fusion. 

Attention was drawn to the appar- 
ent negligence on the part of prop- 
erty owners and tenants in the mat- 
ter of keeping, their sidewalks in prop- 
er repair. This is a matter which will 
be followed up very actively during 
the summer months with a view to 
having all the sidewalks of the bor- 
ough put in good condition before next 
winter. 

The work of completing; the paving 
of Dudley avenue, north of Windsor 
avenue, will be started again this 
month. Contractor Martin has as- 
sured the borough authorities that he 
will push the wiork to an early com- 
pletion. The severity of the weather 
last winter caused this work to be 
entirely suspended. 

A resolution requiring the property 
owners and tenants to remove snow 
from the sidewalks adjoining their 
properties within twenty-four hours 
after the cessation of the snow was 
presented. After a brief discussion 
it was decided to "table" the reso- 
lution, with the thought that the res- 
idents of the borough should be other- 
wise approached in the matter. 

The Highway Commissioner was or- 
dered to approve the construction of 
all crossings of sidewalks before the 
actual work is started. This was done 
with a view to preventing the plac- 
ing in the sidewalks of any crossings 
which, when covered with snow or ice. 
would be dangerous to pedestrians. 

The report of the Highway Commit- 
tee indicated that ash colilections had 
been suspended during the week of 
March 18 in order to allow time for 
a general cleaning of the streets of 
the borough. During the month 2G2 
cubic yards of ashes were removed 
from the 800 odd dwellings of the 
borough. 

The advisability of placing attrac- 
tive signs at the four entrances to 
the borough was discussed. While 
the various members of Council 
thought this a very good idea, in view 
of the financial burdens under which 
the borough is laboring it was de- 
cided to hold the matter in abeyanco 
for the time being, without, however, 
losing sight of it.
